By the use of our power to 
recognize or to refuse to recognize govern- 
ments, by the use of embargoes On arms 
and on loans, we determine the stability of 
governments. 

In the ordinary language of diplomacy, 
the region over which Lindbergh is now 
flying ts a sphere of special influence tn 
which the United States exercises, without 
dispute from any other great Power, an 
imperial influence. Yet during these 396 
years the American people as a whole have 
been barely conscious of the extent and the 
variety of its commitments. It has bécome 
invoived step by step as one practical sit- 
uation after another presented itself and 
seemed to require actien. Except in the 
minds of a few there has been no grandiose 
Cream: of empire behind {ft all. In their 
hearts, though not in their actions, the 
American people have clung to their old 
traditions that they are a republic with a 
rooted distaste for empire and for all that 
empire involves. Nevertheless, they find 
themselves deeply and tntricately involved.

Imperialism of a financial and political kind 
has played a part. But the rea] causes are 
of a mucb more far-reaching nature. They 
are, it seems to us, of three kinds. 

There is, first of all, the fact that the 
Panama Canal connects the two shores of 
the Unite@ States and therefore constitutes 
the vital link in our system of defense. 
Without the cana] the American Navy would 
be divided into two navies. The defense of 
the cana! is, therefore, a fundamental mifii- 
tary necessity. 

The overwhelming importance of the 
canal has led not only to the acquiring of 
naval baseg at the strategic points tn the 
Caribbean, but to a sound conviction that 
in the countries around these waters there 
should be orderly political government 
friendly to the interests of the United States. 
This ts the primary consideration which 
underlies American policy. 

The second great cause of the American 
entanglement is the political immaturity 
and weakness of many of the peoples fn this 
region. That special interests have oc- 
casionally conspired to keep them weak and 
to retard their development is true. But 


on the whole it ts no fault of the United. 


States that they have been weak and imma- 
ture. And in this world only etrong govr- 
ernments can really remain independent. It 
is weakness which invites aggression or 
compels intervention, and if responsibility 
is to be fixed realistically it must be fixed 
at last upon the politicians and soldiers 
tn these countries who have been too core 
rupt, too stupid, too personally ambitious 
to keep the peace at home. 

The third great cause of American po- 
litical expansion ts closely related to this 
one. The export of capital to these regions 
has created a situation of the utmost diffi- 
culty. Weakness and corruption have often 
attracted the more adventurous and specu- 
lative kinds of capital. This in turn has 
created powerful interests in the Unpited 
States which sometimes demand legitimate 
security for their investment and sometimes 
demand the protection of highly speculative 
concessions obtained from corrupt govern- 
ments by indefensible methods.

OF 30 years the United States has drifted 


along without a very clear policy or a 
very clear conception of what it proposed 
to do. But within recent years it has come 
into collision with a growing sense of na- 
tionalism, not only tn the Caribbean region 
but in the greater countries of South Amer- 
ica. After some hesitation, the Coolidge ad- 
ministration has, we believe, come to rec- 
ognize the magnitude of the problem. Now 
the flight of Lindbergh would under ordi- 
nary circumstances be tnterpreted throuch- 
out the world as a gesture of empire. But 
in fact it is @ gesture to indicate the end 
of 30 years of drift, tneoherence and plan- 
less imperialism and the beginning of a 
new era in which the interests and the re- 
sponsibilities of the United States are to be 
candidly adjusted to the national {nterest 
and the national pride of the Caribbean 
peoples.
